Organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia,  the  Virginia  Military  Institute  is  gov- 
erned by  a  Board  of  Visitors.

"ex-officio"  members.  Acknowledging  the  unique- 
ness of  the  Institute,  eleven  members  of  the  current 
board  attended  VMI.

THE  HONOR  COURT  OFFICERS 


The  spirit  of  VMI  is  found  in  its  Honor  System.  The  Honor  Code  belongs  to 
the  Corps,  as  the  responsibility  for  enforcing  the  Code  falls  upon  each  cadet. 
The  Code  transcends  all  other  bonds  at  VMI  and  unites  all  who  cherish  it.  This 
sense  of  honor  which  the  Code  protects  makes  meaningful  the  other  values  of 
self-discipline,  responsibility,  and  the  "Brother  Rat"  spirit  which  VMI  teaches.

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THE  CLASS  OF  1976 


It  all  started  on  a  bright  sunny  —  twenty-fourth  —  of  August  when  —  young  men  crammed  into  Cocke  Hall  to  enroll 
themselves  in  the  Virginia  Military  Institute.  They  soon  learned  that  there  was  more  to  becoming  a  "cadet"  than  just 
signing  a  matriculation  book.  They  had  to  earn  the  title  of  "cadet,"  and  this  was  going  to  take  some  doing. 

We  had  come  with  thoughts  of  "glory"  and  "tradition"  and  expected  to  lead  a  life  full  of  the  pomp  and  ceremony 
that  one  believes  to  be  an  inborn  part  of  the  terribly  august  halls  of  the  Institute.  But  we  discovered  A.S.A.P.  that  this 
was  a  myth.  Each  of  us  believed  this  on  that  fateful  day,  but  it  was  knocked  out  of  our  heads  when  we  were  initiated 
into  the  ratline. 

This  was  the  beginning  of  a  week  that  will  be  a  vivid  memory  for  the  rest  of  our  lives.  It  was  "CADRE  WEEK,"  a  week 
in  which  years  of  experience  and  knowledge  were  drilled  into  our  puny  minds  and  flaccid  bodies.  But  the  week  ended 
soon  enough  and  we  began  faintly  to  resemble  cadets. 

With  the  arrival  of  the  upper  classes,  we  were  plunged  into  the  world  of  academics.  We  quickly  discovered  that  one 
cannot  breeze  through  his  studies  with  the  haphazard  habits  developed  in  high  school.  For  there  were  no  crib  courses 
for  V.M.I.'s  freshmen. 

The  months  did  roll  by  however,  leaving  us  mixed  memories  of  football  games,  R.D.C.  meetings,  hops,  the  corps  trip. 
Dear  John  letters,  and  at  long  last  Christmas  furlough.  Then  one  day  it  happened.  We  had  our  first  resurerction,  and 
though  it  was  a  grueling  period  of  physical  exercise,  we  did  not  mind  it.  The  corps  was  beginning  to  recognize  our 
class,  and  we  were  on  the  verge  of  becoming  cadets. 

Since  that  first  week  in  August,  our  ranks  have  depleted  rapidly,  because  as  they  say,  "V.M.I.  IS  NOT  FOR 
EVERYONE."  Those  of  us  who  stayed,  however,  can  proudly  look  back  on  our  accomplishments. 

We  had  entered  a  world  of  squaring  corners,  listening  for  bugle  calls,  and  straining.  We  had  left  our  homes  which 
seemed  to  have  all  the  security  of  a  mother's  womb,  and  discovered  that  life  was  rough.  We  have  been  changed  into 
men  —  individuals  who  can  take  care  of  themselves  and  think  for  themselves  —  in  a  few  short  months.  We  had  learned 
to  work  as  a  team  —  a  class.  Now,  as  real  cadets  we  realize  that  life  at  VMI  does  not  steal  your  individuality  (as  some 
outsiders  might  think),  for  though  team  work  is  stressed  we  know  that  teams  are  made  up  of  individuals. 

So  with  this  knowledge  behind  us,  we  are  ready  to  accept  the  responsibility  of  instructing  others  in  the  ways  of  a 
"cadet."  We  firmly  and  enthusiastically  know  that  we  as  a  class  will  accept  this  responsibility  with  pride.
